Andy explein-.d to some people that there was to be a correction to his 
orders. THIS IS HOT TRUE! If people persist in sending in orders that 
are undated or in other ways become confusing to the GM, they can expect 
that the chance of my using the wrong set of orders increases . This has 
happened a few times of late and the rule applies equally. I used the 
set of orders for Andy that I did, because his other set (undated) gave 
but 5 of his 6 units without explanation. I assumed they were an old 
set and threw them away. I take all orders I receive without reading 
them, remove from the envelope and throw them into the box for their 
game; if two games or more are on the same sheet of paper, I cut each 
game loose to go in its box. Also in the box are the previous set of 
orders and anything else I find that pertains to that game (even old 
orders). I sort out the contents of the boxes when I adjudicate the 
games. Perhaps you'll understand my problem when you leave off dates 
and write orders haphazardly. It goes a long way to helping me and 
protecting yourself if you write each game's orders on a se£oarfcte sheet 
of paper and each piece of paper is at least 3" x 5". If you do not 
make it easy, you suffer the consequences.
